During the excitement it was an- 
nounced that the signing of the 
proposed commercial agreement 
with Germany, which had _ been 
scheduled for yesterday, has been 
postponed for “a day or two" and 
it was persistently reported that 
King Carol had received a per 
sonal message from King George 
VI of Great Britain in response to 
a secret message sent the British 
ruler by the Rumanian monarch. 
The context of the message was 
unknown, but it is stated to have 
had a marked effect in stiffening 
up the Rumanien attitude toward 
German demands.

NAZI CITIZEN 


Incident Causes Grave 
Concern In Rumanian 
Capital 

BUCHAREST, March 21.—The 
shooting of a German citizen by 
a Jew at Brasov caused concern 
today in the Rumanian capital,

FINDS MISSING SHEET 


By leave of the house the Prime 
Minister was given time to locate 
the missing sheet while the cham- 
ber went on to other business pend- 
ing his return 45 minutes later 
when he again read the complete 
statement. 

The missing page covered that 
section of the prime minister's state- 
ment dealing with responsibility of 
parliament and his confidence as to 
what decision parliament and the 
people would reach if Britain were 
attacked. 

Echoing the words of Prime Min- 
ister Chamberlain, Mr. Mackenzie 
King declared; “There is scarcely 
anything I would not sacrifice for 
peace but there is one thing I must 
except, and that is the liberty we 
enjoy and which we will never sur- 
render.” 


CAN'T HOPE FOR IT 


Totalitarian countries could not 
hope for “passive acquiescence in 
acts of international lawlessness,” 
nor could they hope for victory over 
“the limitless moral and material 
resources that would be arrayed 
against them.” 


Referring to Mr. Chamberlain's 
statement today that questions 
arising from German actions 
would be considered in consulta- 
tion with other countries includ- 
ing the dominions, Mr. Mackenzie 
King said “the government is 
ready at any time to join in con- 
sultation with the United King- 
dom and with such other countries 
as would be appropriate.” 

Canada was always ready to con- 
sult with other countries. Forms of 
co-operation were subjects the gov- 
ernment would examine.

NO STATEMENT YET 


No statement of United Kingdom 
policy had been received from Lon- 
don.

SURPRISE TO MANY 


I made no claim to any exclusive 
sources of information or to any 
ability to forecast the future. The 
form and place of the latest dis- 
turbance was a surprise to me, and 
a surprise to many governments 
more nearly concerned, and more 
minutely informed. I am sure this 
house will always be desirous alike 
of facing unwelcome realities, and 
of avoiding giving way to panic or 
propaganda. I have myself no de- 
sire either to ignore the serious 
shock the events of the past week 
have given to the world’s hope of 
peace, or to exaggerate the im- 
minence or extent of danger, as if 


the world were _ heading for 
Armageddon 
We have witnessed this past

er there is-a probability of further | 
drives, and if so in what direction, | 
and in what form.

It is important to know what 
country or countries may be con- 
cerned, and whether it is a case of | 
agitation and propaganda, or of| 
economic pressure, or of military 
force. It is equally important to} 
know exactly what policies are be- 
ing suggested to meet the situation, | 
and what measure of support and | 
feasibility those policies are likely 
to receive. 


LITTLE DIFFICULTY SIGHTED 


With this knowledge the Canadian 
government will have little diffi- 
culty in proposing to this parlia- 
ment any action which it believes 
should be taken in the contingency 
anticipated. 

If there were a prospect of an 
aggicssor launching an attack on 
Britain, with bombers raining death | 
on London, I have no doubt what 
the decision of the Canadian people 
and parliament would be. We would 
it as an act of aggression 
menacing freedom in all parts of the 
British commonwealth. If it were 
a case, on the other hand, of a dis- 
pute over trade or prestige in some 
far corner of the world, that would 
raise quite different considerations. 


CANADA PREPARED 


Canada at all times has been pre- 
pared to consult, as occasion might 
arise, with other freedom loving 
countries as to the most effective | 
means of co-operation against ag- 
gression. The form of such co-oper- 
ation and the contingency in which 
it may arise, are questions which 
this government will examine, in 
consultation with other govern- 
ments. It will report its findings 
and any proposals that may result to 
this parliament, which has the sole 
and responsible authority to speak 
for Canada in such grave issues, 

I still believe in parliament as the 
most important of our national in- 
stitutions and in the supremacy of 
parliament especially where the 
issue is one of peace or war. I may 
add that as would be expected in 
the circumstances, no statement of 
the policy the United Kingdom 
government has in mind, has yet 
been received, from London. 


SHOCK TO WORLD 

In spite of the shock to the 
world's confidence, there is no 
reason to despair of peace, or to 
cease working for peace. The world 
has come to be able to stand shocks, 
to make readjustments, which a 
few years ago would have made 
open conflict inevitable. 

The peoples of the different coun- 
tries of the world do not want war. 
No government of any democratic 
country has any thought or intent 
of making war. No government of 
any totalitarian country can hope 
for passive acquiescence in acts of 
international lawlessness as they 
come to effect a wider range of 
powers, nor can they anticipate vic- 
tory over the limitless moral and 
material resources that would be 
arrayed against them. It is a time 
for preparedness, but equally for 
further to the utmost conciliation 
and co-operative effort among all 
peoples. 

SACRIFICE FOR PEACE 

I think I may say with no less sin- 
cerity than Mr, Chamberlain that 
there is scarcely anything I would 
not sacrifice for peace, but, like Mr. 
Ghamberlain, there is one thing | 
must except, and that is the liberty 
which we enjoy and which we will 
never surrender. I believe this is 
the feeling of every Canadian who 
loves his country and cherishes its 
liberties. Acts of aggression and 
attempts at world-domination by 
force are just as hateful to the 
people of Canada as they are to the 
peoples of the United Kingdom, the 
United States, France, and all other 
peace-loving and freedom-loving 
democracies, 
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Seed for the Sower 


Alberta farmers were officially urged 
last fall to keep enough grain for seed and 
feed, which admonition was no doubt more 
widely acceptable because low prices of- 
fered little temptation to sell. It is thought 
the seed and spring feed situation is con- 
sequently better than it has been for some 
years, except in areas where crops failed 
Jast summer. So much better that the Do- 
minion is not, as in former years, assist- 
ing in the provision of supplies. The prov- 
ince and the municipalities will deal with 
shortages where these exist. The Domin- 
jon will, as usual, pay freight on registered 
and certified seed sent out by the provin- 
cial authorities, and it is expected the 
amount of this distributed will be as large 
as last year. 

With the coming of seed-time a mat- 
ter of only a few weeks delay, it is to be 
hoped the situation is as good as sup- 
posed. Otherwise the province and the 
municipalities would face seed and feed 
bills which might run to large amounts, 
the alternative being to leave land unsown. 
In any case, the farmer who heeded the 
warning has no worries on that score. 
And perhaps as another result of the 
timely advice the province and the Domin- 
ion will not after a while have to write off 
another flock of outdated claims for feed 
and seed advances. 


Broad Interpretation Required 


The resolntion approved by the prov- 
incial legislature asks parliament to grant 
old age pensions to “needy’”’ persons who 
are beyond the age of sixty years. The 
proposal is altogether good so far as it 
goes, but it would not go very far to re- 
duce unemployment if the terms were 
construed strictly. How much it would 
accomplish in that respect depends on the 
interpretation placed upon “needy”. 

Most of the really needy persons in 
Canada who have’ passed the sixtieth mile- 
stone are now on relief, and all of them 
should be. The proposed change would 
transfer these from the relief list to the 
pension list. That would be an act of 
justice to them. And it would be sensible 
procedure, because their chance of secur- 
ing steady employment is very small. But 
it would not leave any jobs vacant for 
unemployed persons. 

Few really needy persons who are em- 
ployed would gain by quitting their jobs 
to go on pension at one dollar per day. 
Therefore, not many would do it. 

To effect any important easement of 
the unemployment situation, “needy” 
would have to be interpreted liberally and 
not literally. The new pensioners would 
have to include those who have some in- 
come from property or investments, to 
whom the pension would be a supplement- 
ary source of revenue making their to- 
tal income sufficient for a comfortable 
living. Otherwise these would keep their 
jobs in preference to accepting the pen- 
sions, and the hoped-for release of jobs 
for younger people would not result.

What Next? 


While Hitler's braves do their war- 
dance around the corpse of a murdered 
state, and Mussolini's press breaks into 
cynicism at the “hysterical” protests of 
the democracies, the rest of Europe is 
asking which of the dictators will strike 
next and where. That one of them will 
strike somewhere, and strike quickly, 
seems to be taken for granted. Their rec- 
ord makes the supposition natural. 

The record also suggests that it is 
Mussolini's turn to grab something. The 
Fuehrer and Il Duce work together, but 
they move alternately. Neither lets the 
other score two gains in succession. From 
the Rhineland to Ethiopia, to Spain, to 
Czecho-Slovakia, they have taken turns in 
staging their raids. Neither can trust the 
other to become preponderant 

Unless success has given Hitler the 
whip hand, it is to be supposed he will 
consolidate his recent gain while Mus- 
solini evens the score by extending his 
dominions. What Il Duce particularly 
wants is Albania, and the strip of “Italy 
unredéemed” lying along the east shore of 
the Adriatic, now part of Yugoslavia. 
Last week there were reports of demands 
being made on behalf of the Croat resi- 
dents of that territory for some kind of 
autonomy—backed by Il Duce of course. 

Yugoslavia, rather than Rumania or 
Dantzig or Memel, would seem likely to be 
the next appointed victim, with the Croats 
used as the internal agents of distintegra- 


tion as the Slovaks were used to pry the 
Czech republic to pieces. 

It was an attack upon Serbia, it is in- 
teresting to recall, that started the world 


war. Serbia is part—the larger and dom- 
inant part—of Yugoslavia.

“Temporary” 


The United States has no territory in 
Europe. It has no treaty obligation to 
protect any country in that continent 
against aggression. A kindly Providence 
has separated it therefrom by three thou- 
sand miles of ocean. If any nation could 
afford to view with equanimity the rise 
and fall of European states, it is this na- 
tion of 130,000,000 people, admirably situ- 
ated in every respect to defend them- 
selves. And if any government is situat- 
ed to take a detached view and express 
an impartial judgment on the course of 
European events it is the Government of 
the United States. 

These facts give added force to the 
statement issued last week by the Under 
Secretary of State at Washington. With 
the full endorsation of the Government, 
Mr. Welles declared that “acts of wanton 
lawlessness and of arbitrary force are 
threatening world peace and the very 
structure of modern civilization.” The 
statement was prompted directly by “acts 
which have resulted in the temporary ex- 
tinguishment of the liberties of a free 
and independent people.” 

That is the verdict of the Government 
of a geographically disinterested nation 
which has no “axe to grind” by opposing 
the aggressive policy of the associated 
dictators, and nothing to fear immediate- 
ly from them. It was followed promptly 
by the imposition of extraordinary duties 
on German goods and the recall of the 
U.S. ambassador to Berlin for consulta- 
tion. 

The importance of this straight-from- 
the-shoulder declaration cannot be over- 
estimated in the encouragement and 
assurance it will give to peoples every- 
where who desire to live in peace and 
govern themselves. For a parallel one 
must go back to the time when a former 
President of the United States warned a 
former war-lord of Germany that he was 
challenging the “decent opinion of man- 
kind.”” Nazi memory surely cannot be,so 
poor that it has forgotten the sequel. 

The key word in Mr. Welles’ pro- 
nouncement is the word “temporary.” If 
the faculty of thought has not been en- 
tirely paralyzed by lust and conceit, the 
chieftains of the new brigandage should 
find the implications of that word worth 
their attention. 


The close relationship between trade 
policies and employment is indicated in 
tables which reveal that in 1928-29 when 
Canada’s trade reached its highest point, 
employment was also at its highest, but 
when Canada’s trade was at its lowest 
in 1932-33 unemployment was greatest.

Tourist Trade 

Whether the province of Alberta is receiving 
its proportionate share of the American tourist 
traffic, considering its fine national parks and 
other natural attractions, may be seriously ques- 
tioned after surveying the number of United 
States cars which entered the various provinces 
last year. 

A statistical summary of such car entries, 
contained in the current publication of the Royal 
Bank of Canada, shows Alberta lagging at the 
bottom of the list among the Canadian provinces, 
when the Maritimes are regarded as a unit. 


The United States automobiles which have 


entered the Dominion during the past two years, 
by province, totalled as follows:

From these figures it will be seen that the 
volume of motor travel to Canada declined in 
1938, as compared with 1937. Motor tourists are 
estimated to have spent $178,000,000 against 
$181,000,000 the previous year. 

Tourists of all types from other countries 
are estimated to have spent a total of $269,- 
000,000 in Canada during 1938, while expendi- 
tures of Canadian travellers in other countries 
aggregated $120,000,000. Corresponding esti- 
mates for 1937 were $290,000,000 and $124,000,000 
respectively. 

Canadian automobiles proceeding to the 
United States in 1938 for the purpose of tour- 
ing, as shown by customs returns, numbered 
788,291 as compared with 726,429 in 1937. 
Increased travel by rail and boat was also 
reported. 

A recent statement on the authority of the 
Canadian Travel Bureau to the effect that during 
the past five years, for every $5 worth of Cana- 
dian products shipped to the United States in 
the ordinary course of commerce, Canada sold 
in addition $4 worth of goods and services to 
United States tourists, is indicative of the im- 
portance of the tourist trade in the Canadian 
economy and the necessity of fostering it in 
every possible way—Calgary Albertan, 


Canadians as Travelers 

Canadians are great travelers, according to a 
recent report of the Dominion Bureau of Statis- 
tics, which reveals that Canadians spent approxi- 
mately $120,000,000 while visiting other lands 
during 1938. Seventeen million dollars of this 
money was spent by 27,753 Canadians who trav- 
eled to overseas countries, while the balance was 
spent in the United States. 

Canadian travel to the United States by motor 
car during 1938 increased by more than 31,000 
cars, and accounted for the biggest part of the 
movement. Canadian automobiles proceeding to 
the United States for touring purposes, as re- 
ported by customs officers, numbered 788,291 
compared with 756,429 in 1937, and these visiting 
Canadian motorists are estimated to have spent 
$49,000,000 in that country. 

Canadians traveling to the United States by 
rail during 1938 numbered 405,399, and boat 
travelers, 87,831g, a total of 493,230 compared 
with 403,227 for these classes in 1937. The ex- 
penditures of the rail travelers are placed at ap- 
proximately $24,000,000, and those of the beat 
travelers at $5,000,000. 

Other Canadian visitors to the United States, 
by rail during 1938 numbered 405,399, and 
boat travelers, 87,831, a total of 493,230 compared 
with 403,227 for these classes in 1937. The 
expenditures of the rail travelers gre placed at 
approximately $24,000,000, and those of the boat 
travelers at $5,000,000. 

Other Canadian visitors to the United States, 
including those traveling by bus, ferry, plane, 
and border residents, commuting by motor, num- 
bered more than $7,000,000, and made expendi- 
tures of approximately $25,000,000 in that coun- 
try during last year. 

On the other hand, tourists visiting Canada 
during 1938 made an estimated expenditure of 
$269,000,000, of which overseas countries 
accounted for $14,000,000, and the United States, 
$255,000,000. United States automobiles enter- 
ing Canada last year for touring purposes totaled 
4,346,645 compared with 4,511,840 in 1937. While 
the aggregate expenditures of United States 
tourists in Canada were considerably greater 
then the expenditures of Canadian travelers in 
the United States, in proportion to population 
they were much less.—Victoria Times. 


Municipalities And Rellef 


(FROM HANSARD) 


Hon. Norman Rogers: The very first action we 
took with respect to unemployment was to in- 
crease grants in aid to the provinces by seventy- 
five per. cent in order to assist the municipali- 
ties. Not only that, but in the order in council 
providing for that increase we provided that the 
increase should be passed over to the muncipali- 
ties; and, by a series of measures which I shall 
detail later, we have given assistance in other 
forms to municipalities. More mecently it has 
been announced that pending the final determin- 
ation of this difficult problem we as a dominion 
government ere ready to assume, along with the 
provinces, forty per cent of the total cost of 
materia! aid. 

If that proposal is accepted by the provinces 
in the terms in which it was made, it will mean 
that the municipalities will not be required to pay 
more than twenty per cent of the cost of material 
aid, and on the basis of the figures which we 
have obtained this twenty per cent would not 
represent mere than @ proportion of the total 
problem which might be described as that of 
unemployables and indigent cases. Certainly, 
from the figures I have obtained from the prov- 
inces, that would appear to be a fair inference, 
that twenty per cent of the total cost of material 
aid would represent just about the cost of main- 
taining unemployables and indigents. 

The municipalities that have had their diffi- 
culties in recent years have not experienced 
those difficulties simply because they have been 
called upon to pay a particular percentage of 
the current costs of materia! aid. The municipali- 
ties that have suffered most have done so because 
of the cumulative effect of funding relief costs 
over a period of years, and that is not a question 
which can be dealt with as a matter of policy

But had it been 
war, that sustained flight in touch with the 
enemy would have won praise and decorations.

Sandbags and earthworks are more resistant 
than brick walls. Acting on this phenomena, the 
British government is building portable steel 
air-raid shelters to be given free to families 
earning less than five pounds a week. They are 
sunk three feet into the ground and covered 

with fifteen inches of éarth, 
SHELTERS FROM To test their effectiveness, 
AIR-RAIDERS the authorities built some 

brick houses on some 
marshy flats near Shoebury. Five feet from 
the wall of the centre house a 500 pound bomb 
was buried eighteen inches from the ground. In 
the back yards of the cottage, 60 feet apart, the 
two air-raid shelters were placed and the bomb 
exploded by electric battery. 

The middle house was blown to bits. All that 
remained of the others were cracked walls, 
ready to collapse with a push. Where the bomb 
was, there appeared a crater 17 feet wide and 
nine feet deep. The two shelters stood firm. 
Experts said that families in the shelters would 
not have been hurt by the debris. 

Modern civilization seems to consist in find- 
ing horrible ways for mass-killings, then ways 
to defeat the killings, till science invents still 
more powerful means-of destruction.

On This Date

A century ago today (on March 
21, 1839) a convention wes held at 
Rochester, N-Y., whieh might have 
had very serious consequences for 
Canada. W. L. Mackenzie had, on 
March 12, issued a circular calling 
@ meeting “of Canadiens, or per- 
sons, connected with Canadians, 
who are favorable to the attain. 
ment of its political independence 


and the entire separation of its 
government from the political 
Power of Great Britain.” 


About 50 responded and the con- 
vention lasted for a day and a half. 
Mackenzie was elected president 
of the “Association of Canadian 
Refugees,” with John Montgomery, 
the former inn-keeper from To- 
ronto, who had made so sensational 
an escape from Fort Henry, Kings- 
ton, as its secretary. While the 
Organizers were quite prepared to 
join in the attack upon Upper 
Canada, they recognized that che 
raids on Fort Malden, Prescott, 
Windsor and other places had not 
only failed, but had been disas- 
trous, and so they warned against 
any small punitive expeditions; but 
hoping for a second armed rising 
in Upper Canada itself, the organ- 
izers pledged themselves to send 
support of money and men to aid 
any such outbreak within Canada. 
Mackenzie was evidently getting 
nervous about how far he could 
violate the neutrality of the United 
States. He was already under in- 
dictment and in less than three 
months was in prison on that very 
count, 


There was undoubtedly a section |. 


of the American people who would 
readily have joined in any mass 
invasion of Canada, That was ap- 
parent from the letters sent to 
Mackenzie. The difficulty was to 
get them together, and especially 
to secure the “sinews of war.” De- 
spite all the enthusiam of the 
Rochester convention, by the mid- 
dle of May this Independence or- 
ganization hed received only $77. 
That was of no use to finance a 
Propaganda crusede, let alone 
equip an army, and when in June, 
Mackenzie was lodged in Munroe 
county jail for 18 months for hav- 
ing set on foot a military enter- 
prise against upper Canada at a 
time when the United States was 
at peace with her mejesty, it be- 
came evident that the Rochester 
convention could bear no fruit and 
its membership died down to 
Montgomery and a few others. But 
had not the United States inter- 
vened, the result might have been 
very different.

Greaseless Griddle Is 
, Breakfast Time Boon

Many patients are puzzled by the 
term hypertension, not recognizing 
it to be plain old everyday blood 
pressure. 

Th taking the blood pressure, 
physicians commonly take both 
the systolic and diastolic pressures. 
The systolic pressure refers to the 
tension exerted at the peak of the 
heatt beat, while the diastolic 
Pressure refers to the pressure @x- 
erted in between the heart beats. In 
telling the patient what his blood 
Pressure is, the physician gives the 
systolic pressure. 

This reminds me of a letier I re- 
ceived not long ago from an old 
lady who went to have her blood 
pressure taken, She wrote me that 
evidently the doctor did not know 
his business because first he wrote 
down one number, and then he 
took the blood pressure again and 
wrote down another number just 
below the fist one. She said that as 
both numbers were different, she 
was sure one of them must be 
wrong. 

It would have been better if the 
physician had explained to her 
what he was doing, but possibily 
the doctor did not realize that the 
routine of taking the blood pres- 
sure was new to the patient and 
that she would misunderstand. 

High blood pressure may become 
a very serious danger to health, and 
for this reason the large insurance 
companies may reject the applicant 
whose blood pressure is much above 
normal, 

High blood pressure is commonly 
found after the age of 40. In ordet 
to guard against a dangerously high 
pressure, it is a good plan for the 
patient of middle age to have the 
pressure tested every 6 months, or 
at least once a year. 

It is well known that those living 
the civilized life of today are prone 
to high blood pressure. Hyperten- 
sion is apparently most likely to de- 
velop in those of a stocky build, 
who have a great deal of vitality, 
and who usually do not suspect they 
are in any danger of arterial disease 

Emotions of undesirable 
whether féar, worry, or 
seem to play a decided role in rais- 
ing the blood pressure At first 
the change in pressure induced by 
a strong emotion is transitory, but 
if the emotion is continued, then 
the effect on the blood pressure may 
be permanent 

Although Bright's 
nephritis, may occur 
with hypertension, it is also true 
that blood pressure may exist when 
the kidneys are healthy. 

In studying the causes of high 
blood pressure, I believe that the 
most important single cause is 
faulty diet. These patients are often 
great eaters of starch. Asa general 
rule, they have been blessed with 
good digestions and are therefore

able to digest an excessive amount | 


of starch without any trouble. This 
leads them to indulge their liking 
for starches without any immediate 
results, except perhaps a gain in 
weight. After a 
they develop hypertension. 

In my opinion, meat eating has 
little to do with causing the blood 
pressure to remain too high. 

In tomorrow's article, I shall go 
on with the discussion of high blood 
pressure. As you may be interested

WEATHER HAS 
SPRING BEAT 
ONFIRST DAY 


Mercury Brings Warmth 
Before Birth Of New 
Season Tuesday 


Noted for its fickleness, Alber- 
ta’s weather has beat the gun 
again, Today officially was the 
first day of spring—but it found 
spring already here. 


Less than a week ago winter | 
reigned with temperatures ranging 
down below 20 below and snow 
ranging up to a couple of feet in 
depth from Edmonton south to the 
international border. 


CHINOOK 


Then on Friday a chinook started 
to blow, and it’s been blowing ever 
since, At first it was felt only in 
the south around Lethbridge, but on 
Saturday and Sunday it spread 
northward, carrying with it that 
something in the air known as the 
“smell of spring.” 

Snow has disappeared at Leth- 
bridge and Tuesday morning the 
temperature was 48 above. The 
snow blanket is melting at Calgary 
as the mercury hit 40 above early 
in the day. 


THAW IN CITY 

The thaw at Edmonton has been 
slower. Each night this week the 
temperature has dropped below the 
freezing mark, leaving a coating of 
ice on some streets. Hillsides were 
bare but on level, open ground, 
there was still from four to six 
inches of snow. 

Highest the mercury climbed to 
here Monday afternoon was 43 
above at 3:30. From that point it 
slowly sank to an overnight low of 
26 above, rising again at 8:30 Tues- 
day to 35 above. 

Forecast is for continued mild 
weather. 

Near northern temperatures 
ranged this morning from 22 above 
at Grouard to 45 above at Beaver- 
lodge, while in the farther north 
areas they varied from 20 above at 
Atlin to 32 below at Aklavik. 


LABOR BRANCH 
IN GOVERNMENT | 
NOW ADVOCATED, 


Establishment of a provincial de- 
partment of Jabor was advocated by 
Carl E. Berg, president of the Ed- 
monton Trades’ and Labor Council, 
at the regular semi-monthly meet- 
ing of that body held Monday at 
the Labor Hall. 

Although representations had 
been made to the government by 
the Alberta Federation of Labor 
seeking this department no action 
had been taken. He considered its 
establishment of vital importance to 
the interests of labor, Under its set- 
up different enactments for the 
benefit of labor could be adminis- 
tered. 

A considerable discussion took 
place over a resolution sponsored 
by members of Civic Union, Local 
52, condemning the action of certain 
financial papers and insurace com- 
panies in seeking to have the Do- 
minion government increase the 
cost of its annuities. 

A resolution setting out that “it 
would be prohibitive for small 
wage earners to participate in this 
most useful avenue for saving 
against old age if the government 
decided to increase the present 
rates” was passed. Copies of the 
resolution will be sent to the Prime 
Minister of Canada, the President 
of the Trades Congress, and local 
unions and trades councils through- 
out Canada will be asked to sup- 
port it.

Some dogs must not have too much 
daylight between them and the 
ground, others must stand high. 

“A dog’s coat must be in good 
condition. A dog may be one of 
the finest in his breed but he will 
fall away down in points if he is 
not in good shape.” 

The show managers reported that

THE THRILLING DOUBLE 

How much faster, then, and more 
beautiful in speed end execution is 
the double play when three men 
handle the bal! in the same Jength 
of time and retire two runners on 
the one play, the man speeding to 
second (and he has a good head 
start) and the batter heading for 
first. Three seconds flat or better, 
and yet the shortstop fields the 
batted ball, or rather scoops it over 
to the second baseman, who sends 
it on to first. It would take a deli- 
eate timing instrument to measure 
the fraction of a second that the 
shortstop actually has possession of 
the ball. 

Crack! goes the bat. Step, and 
fitp, goes the shortstop! The sec- 
ond baseman in that time has 
run from his position perhaps five 
or six yards from the bag as the 
ball is started towards him by the 
shortstop. Ball and man meet on 
the base, and likewise with the 
same motion, in which there is 
no check or hesitation, the second 
baseman whirls and lines the ball 
down to first. He can whip that 
ball the ninety feet from second 
to first in three fifths of a second. 
And he is lucky to have that much 
time left. 

The catcher has a pretty problem 
to throw out a man who is trying 
to steal. A good base-runner will 
take a lead of from two to three or 
four yards from first base before he 
suddenly ducks his head and breaks 
for second with every ounce of 
speed he can muster. He can make 
it in something around three sec- 
onds flat, or even a tenth or two 
under. 

Unlike a force-out, where it is 
merely necessary to touch the bag 
once the ball is in the fielder's pos- 
session, the second basemar or 
rhoristop, who receives the throw 
at second, must touch the runner 
with the bail before his spikes cut 
into the bag or he hooks it with his 
leg. Here is a fine, brisk bit of 
juggling with time. The runner

It takes a ten-second man to steal 
a base successfully these days— | 
that is, a man who can run a hun-! 

And 
every inch of ground that he can 
chisel by increasing his lead off first | 
without getting caught at it andj 
thrown out at first, is important | 
and vital to the success of this 
manoeuvre and has a direct bearing 
upon the eventual outcome of the 
game. Those seemingly endless 
throws that the pitcher makes over 
to first base to hold the runner close 
to the bag are not made for exer- 
cise or to annoy the customers. The | 
purpose is to reduce those inches 
The inches otherwise will be trans- 
lated into hundredths of a second 
around second base and spell the 
difference between safe and out.

BEATING A STEAL 

The ball travels the sixty feet to 
the plate, and, just to be mother's 
little helping hand, the batter takes 
a cut at it to make it more diffieult 
for the cateher and throw him off 
if he can, The catcher must receive 
the ball perfectly, straighten up, 


his alter or commanding ego, the 
eatcher, and the man who Is try- 
ing to hit. The problem of the 
batter seems tremendously magni- | 
fied when one considers what 
might be termed the ballistics | 
and forces under which he oper- 
ates. 

The distance between the pitch- 
er’s box and home plate, as has 
been noted, is 60% feet. And a fast | 
ball will make the trip from the | 
hand of the thrower to the mitt of 
the catcher somewhere between | 
three and four-tenths of a second. | 
That doesn’t exactly give a batter | 
much time to turn the matter over 
in his head and make up his mind 
whether he will take a cut st it or 
let it pass for a ball, though it is 
true the average pitch is somewhat 
slower and the ball takes four to 
five tenths of a second for its 
flight. 

The average baseball bat is only 
about three feet long, and the bat- 
ter’s arm permits it to extend for 
another foot or so. Actually, out 
of that entire distance of 60% feet 
that is traversed by the ball! in less 
than half a second, it is in position 
to be hit safely by the batter for 
only three feet of the journey. This 
brings the time element in which 
a ball remains in a position where 
it may be met with the bat close 
to an absurdity, an impossibility; 
something around two one-hun- 
dredths of a second, which is cut- 
ting {t rather fine. And still the 
batsmen manage, on an average, to 
hit safely one third of the base- 
balls thrown at them 

To assist the batter and to stake 
a better balance between him and 
the pitcher, the latter is forced, if 
he wishes to register a called strike, 
to throw the ball to the hitter down 
a groove a little more than a foot 
wide, the width of the home plate 


And if the pitcher throws more 
than four of them outside this 
groove, the batter, as everyone 


knows, is entitled to the equivalent 
of a hit, a free passage to first base 
The batter is further permitted two | 
misses without penalty. If he misses 
the third time he is out 

Thus, the activity centered on 
home plate is really very simple to 
understand: three strikes out, four 
balls a walk. But the drama that 
is packed into that simple arrange- 
ment of figures, the swift changes 
of fortune and situation whereby 
first one and then the other finds 
himself in difficulties which with 
stunning suddenness are liable to 
mushroom into the loss of the game, 
explain a good deal of the fascina- 
tion of the sport.
